CONTESTS MAY BE CHANGED 
BY LEGISLATURE. 




TAXPAYERS MEET HEAVY COSTS 



Frequent Elections Cost Large Sums, 
But Voters Show Lethargy To- 
ward Casting Ballots. 

(Special Frankfort Correspondence.) 
Frankfort, Ky. — Fewer elections in 
Kentucky is springing up as one oi 
the proposition for the legislature to 
handle this spring. It is claimed that 
the state has an "affliction of elec- 
tions," and that the primary, regular 
and special elections held in the state 
in the course of a year are so many 
in number as to be wearisome and 
burdensome to the voter and the tax- 
payer. 

It is said further that relatively un 
important elections coming with fre- 
quency have the tendency to decrease 
interest in the really important elec- 
tions. 

The idea of fewer elections is spon- 
sored by George L. Willis, of Shelby- 
ville. Recently former State Auditor 
S. W. Hager. of Owensboro, has be- 
come a vigorous advocate of the prop- 
osition. 

"Fewer elections would be far bet- 
ter for the people," says Mr. Hager. 
"The taxpayers would not be put to 
the expense they are under the pres- 
ent system, there would be a smaller 
drain on the time and patience of the 
voter, and the state would not be con- 
tinually in the midst of some cam- 
paign for a coming election. 

"By expressing their views in im- 
portant and far reaching matters and 
deciding the questions that usually 
come up with each general election, 
results would be obtained equal with 
those we secure now." 



is proposed by Congressman Rainey, 
of Illinois, on the heels of the prohi- 
bition vote in house of congress. Mr. 
Rainey says that increased value of 
whisky, due to age, cares for the loss 
in evaporation. Should Mr. Rainey 
succeed In having the "outage" pro 
vision annulled, it means that Ken- 
tucky distillers will have to pay about 
15,720,000 more revenue to the federal 
government than they Have been pay- 
ing. The "Outage" allowance is the 
Carlisle act, whereby distillers are al- 
lowed a maximum leakage consession 
of 13.5 gallons on every forty-seven gal- 
lon barrel as loss during ageing. On 
this 13.5 gallons, whether more or less 
has leaked, the distillers pay no tax. 
In the various Kentucky districts dur- 
ing the last fiscal year 5,200,000 gal- 
lons were lost through leakage and 
evaporation. Mr. Rainey would have 
distillers pay $1.10 a # gallon for this. 

Propose New Railroad. 

Edwin W. Gearhart and J. A. Helm, 
of Scranton, Pa., who recently pur- 
chased 30,000 acres of coal and tim- 
ber land in Clay county, have return- 
ed to this point, in company with a 
party of Brooksville, Pa., coal opera- 
tors, after an inspection of right of 
way for a proposed railroad from Bar- 
bourville to Manchester, Clay county.

Contract Held In Abeyance. 

The question of disposing of the la- 
bor of 650 prisoners in the reforma- 
tory, the contract for whose labor now 
held by the Hodge-Montgomery Co., 
is still before the State Board of 
Prison Commissioners. The present 
contract price is So cents the day for 
each prisoner, a total of $552.50 the 
day. The Hoge-Montgomery Co. did 
»ot bid, and besides an offer from 
Charles Irion for 150 men, the board 
has a bid from a company, represent- 
ed bjr A. D. Martin, to take the output 
a prison-managed chair factory. A 
board has no funds with which to 
equip a factory and buy stock, this 
was found impracticable. 

The Hoge-Montgomery Co. exer- 
cised its option for the renewal of an- 
other contract for 400 men for four 
years, and there is said to be a pos- 
sibility yet that the company will 
make a new contract for the 650 men, 
although the Prison Commissioners 
say the company has made no bid, and 
the officers of the company deny that 
they are making any overtures. Here- 
tofore contracts for psison labor have 
been let for four years with an op- 
tion for four years more, the limit de- 
fined by the statutes as it has been 
found to induce more satisfactory bid- 
ding. In anticipation of legislation or 
a constitutional amendment permit- 
ting the working of convicts on the 
public highways, the commissioners 
invited bids for a shorter term this 
time. 



Hold Poultry Show. 

Catalogues have been issued for the 
State Poultry Show, which will be 
held at the Kentucky Agricultural Ex 
periment Station, Lexington, January 
4 to 8. Kentucky's poultry business is 
increasing in volume and the poultry 
flocks are increasing In number and 
quality. Those who are concerned in 
the prosperity of the industry ought 
to welcome the co-operation of the Ex 
periment Station and profit by it 
Backed by such an institution there 
should be no doubt of future prestige 
for the State Poultry Show.

Rate Increase Aids Kentucky. 

Distinct benefits to both the public 
and the railroads will come to 
Kentucky through the five per 
cent increase in freight rates 
granted to the eastern railroads by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
in the opinion of Green Garrett, mem- 
ber of the State Railroad Commission 

While the Kentucky territory or the 
railroads operating in Kentucky are 
not affected by the recent order, ex- 
cept where they operate in eastern 
territory, yet Mr. Garrett believes 
that the improvement of train serv- 
ice on eastern lines, with the pur- 
chases in equipment which are al- 
ready being made by the railroads, 
will bring benefits to all sections of 
the country. 

"One of the principal causes of dull 
business conditions which has affect- 
ed the country at large is the re- 
trenching policy forced on the rail- 
roads due to increased costs of ma- 
terials and operation," he says. 

"The railroads buy immense 
amounts of building materials in Ken 
tucky, and no doubt many heavy or- 
ders for supplies will be placed in 
this state at once. The railroads In 
Kentucky have no cause for complaint 
for their rates are high enough as 
they are now." 



Stop Collection of Tax. 

Suit to restrain the collection of a 
franchise tax from the Louisville & 
Nashville railroad has been filed In the 
federal court here by attorneys of that 
corporation. The taxes have been 
levied in franchises valued in excess 
of $22,899,200. The board of valuation 
and assessment fixed the franchise as- 
sessment at $41,657,967, and the rail- 
road commission assessed the tangible 
property at $30,342,033, making a total 
assessment of $72,000,000. 

Notice was received that the Queen 
and Crescent has secured a temporary 
restraining order from Judge Cochran 
at Maysville, restraining the collection 
of taxes on a franchise valuation in 
excess of what it paid last year. 

The Chicago, Memphis and Gulf rail- 
road, a subsidiary of the Illinois Cen- 
tral, filed suit in the Franklin circuit 
court enjoining the collection of taxes 
on its 1914 franchise of $190,000. 

The road alleges that it has no fran- 
chise value and that Its total capital 
is worth only $63,063, while the assess- 
ment of its tangible property made by 
the State Railroad Commission was 
$95,365, which it Is willing to pay on. 
The road has twenty-one miles in Ken- 
tucky.

Manila, P. L. Dec. 28.— Eight Fili- 
pinos have been arrested on the 
charge of sedition as a result of an 
uprising in Manila and its environs 
Christmas eve. Further arrests are 
probable. 

From army sources it is learned 
that a general warning was sent to 
all officers Thursday afternoon an- 
nouncing that fully 10,000 Filipinos in 
Manila alone were ready for a con 
certed attack on Fort Santiago, the 
Cuartal Espana, the Cuartel Infan- 
teria and the medical depot. The 
military units immediately were pre- 
pared and a street patrol was started 
at dusk. 

Uprising Lacks Leaders. 

Constabulary agents who are mem- 
bers of the secret societies disclosed 
the plans for an uprising, thus enab- 
ling a force of constabulary and po 
lice to disperse gatherings at Bagum 
bayan, Paco and Navotas, near Mala- 
bon. At Caloocan a squad of Amer 
lean sailors seized chairs when a 
force of Filipinos approached a dance 
hall in which they were gathered and, 
using the chairs as weapons, routed 
the natives, of whom a number were 
Injured. 

The uprising evidently was badly 
organized and lacked leaders. It was 
composed for the most part of per 
sons trusting implicitly In the word 
of Artemio Ricarte, a revolutionary, 
who conducts a continual propaganda 
from Hongkong, to which place he 
was banished by the American au 
thorities some time ago. Ricarte, it 
is asserted, advised that the anti 
American attempt be made on Christ 
mas eve. when the American officers 
would be expected to celebrate the 
holiday. 

Reports from the provinces tell of 
minor uprisings and occasional viol 
ence. but details from these sections 
are lacking. The situation today 
from all appearances and according 
to official statements Is well under 
control of the military authorities. 

Governor-General Francis Burton 
Harrison is away on an official visit 
and W'infred T. Denison. secretary of 
the interior, is in charge of affairs 
during Mr. Harrison's absence. 
Protest Against New Taxes. 

The foreign chamber of commerce, 
supported by the Filipino body, has 
Issued a public protest against the 
legislature's adoption of amendments 
to the internal revenue law imposing 
additional taxes. The measure was 
introduced on the eve of the Christ- 
mas recess and was passed without 
discussion, and also, it is said, with- 
out giving the merchants an oppor- 
tunity to express their opinion re- 
garding it. 

Representations from the chamber 
of commerce regarding the new law, 
it is announced, are to go today to 
Secretary of War Garrison asking 
him to secure President Wilson's in- 
tervention. 



TURKS MOVE UP BIG GUNS 



Fearing That the Dardanelles Will Be 
Forced, Heavy Guns Are Shipped 
to Constantinople. 



Athens, Dec. 28. — Anticipating that 
the allies will be able to force the 
Dardanelles and attack Constanti- 
nople itself, the Turks have trans- 
ported heavy guns from Adrianople to 
San Stephano and Kadikoi. according 
to advices received here. From these 
two points the Turks will make their 
final fight against attempts to 3nter 
the Golden Horn. 



SAKHALIN CEDED TO JAPAN 



Russia Gives Up Its Half of 
Island In Exchange for 
Heavy Guns.

Washington, Dec. 28.^Russia has 
ceded to Japan its half of the island 
of Sakhalin for some heavy guns, ac- 
cording to official advices received at 
the Japanese embassy from Toklo. 

Russia owned the island until Sep- 
tember, 1905. The southern half was 
ceded to Japan by the Portsmouth 
treaty.

DRIVE GERMANS BACK 




Russians Fight Their Way 
Through Blinding Blizzard. 



Russ Capture 2,500 Prisoners and 
Three Guns in Battle on the 
Rawka River. 



Paris, Dec. 28. — Repulse of German 
counter attacks by the allies is the 
chief feature emphasized in an official 
statement issued here. It indicates 
that the Germans, replying to the 
offensive taken by the French, British 
and Belgians, have themselves in turn 
made attacks almost along the entire 
front. 

Petrogad, Dec. 28. — The German 
cruiser Hertha and a German mine 
layer have been sunk in the Baltic 
sea, according to Information received 
by the Russian admiralty.

Petrogad, Dec. 28. — Smashing their 
way forward through a blizzard that 
rendered opera^ons by the enemy's 
scouting aeroplanes impossible, Rus- 
sian forces celebrated Christmas day 
by driving the Germans out of Rawa 
on the Rawka river, and drove them 
back six miles to Jezow. For five 
days the Germans had been in pos- 
session of Rawa, part of which stands 
on the highest point of a range of 
hills between the Pilica and Bzura 
rivers. 

A sanguinary battle took place on 
these heights, but after a conflict of 
three hours the Germans were driven 
down the western slopes. The Rus- 
sians took 2,300 prisoners and three 
guns. 

According to the Army Messenger, 
this victory at Rawa, while not over- 
whelming in itself, opens a way to 
making a breach in the German line 
to lessen the pressure that the kai- 
ser's troops are maintaining against 
the Russians on both the Bzura and 
Pilica. 

"The Russian positions on the 
Bzura are now secure," it says today. 
"The Rawa heights are of great im- 
portance and dominate the situation 
between the Pilica and Bzura. It is 
fortunate that they were taken at this 
time, as the Germans are bringing up 
heavy reinforcements. 

"Germany is apparently drawing up- 
on her last resources to concentrate 
one million men on our western front. 
Among prisoners passing through 
Warsaw were noted many profes- 
sional men. Scores wore spectacles, 
showing that men who had been re- 
jected early in the war had later been 
sent to the front." 

Under the caption "Austrian Army 
a Surprise," the Army Messenger dis- 
cusses the Galacian campaign at some 
length. 

"The stubborn defense of our Aus- 
trian opponents in western Galicia has 
been the greatest surprise of the 
war," it admits. "Beginning with the 
battle of Dukla Pass it has shown a, 
resourcefulness and strength wholly 
unexpected In view of the early events 
of the war. 

"Though we won at Dukla, taking 
soveral ammunition wagons and more 
than two thousand prisoners, the Aus- 
trians inflicted severe losses upon us. 
They contest bitterly for every foot of 
ground." 



Thower Is Killed and Five Are In- 
jured—Platform Torn Up and 
Windows Broken.

San Francisco. — Louis Vavara, be- 
lieved to have been a religious fanatic, 
wrecked the Hindu temple at Filbert 
and Webster streets, when he ex- 
ploded a dynamite bomb at the feet 
of the Swami Trigunatita during 
services. > 

Vavara was killed, the bomb blow- 
ing him almost in two. The Swami 
was cut badly about the legs and feet 
Of the congregation, about 35 persons 
four were injured. 

Vavara was known to all of the 
members of the congregation. He was 
an inmate of the monastery, which is 
maintained on the third floor of the 
temple, up to two years ago, when he 
was ousted. He kept away until Christ 
mas and was greeted by his former 
associates that day. 

He strode quickly by the doorkeep- 
er, E. C. Brown, and walked down the 
center aisle of the temple. He is be- 
lieved to have carried the momb un 
der his coat, until getting inside, and 
then to have transferred it to his hat 
No one interfered with him as he ap 
proached the platmorm from which 
the Swami was preaching. 

Lifting the bomb from his hat h€ 
moved it up and down three times anc 
brought it down with a crash on the 
platform. 

There was a deafening report anc 
all of the windows of the temple were 
blown into the streets. Glass was 
thrown a distance of about a hundred 
feet. Within the temple there was s 
panic and the injured ran screaming 
into the streets. 

The platform on which the Swam: 
stood was smashed into kindling wood 
The floor was blown up, pictures be 
hind the altar were torn from theii 
frames and a piano and organ were 
wrecked. 

Immediately after the explosion re 
lief was given to the victims. Those 
of the congregation who might have 
known any cause for Vavara's act im 
mediately began to tell conflicting 
stories and the investigation has sc 
far been fruitless in uncovering the 
cause. 

Vavara was a machinist and was 
employed in Oakland.

New Federal Trade Boy to Be 
Well Equipped. 



ARCHIVES RETURN TO PARIS. 



Will Have a Large Amount of Valua 
able Information and Specially 
Trained Employes. 

Washington, Dec. 28. — That immedi 
ately upon the organization of the 
new federal trade commission created 
by the last session of congress there 
will be available for its use not only 
a large amount of valuable data, but a 
cohesive and efficient body of em 
ployes trained in the specialized kind 
of work which the commission will of 
necessity carry on, is made evident 
by the annual report of Commissioner 
of Corporations Joseph E. Davies 
made public today. This report re 
veals the bureau of corporations to be 
very busily engaged in the prepara 
tion of data for the new commission 
into which it is to be merged, and to 
be rapidly completing investigation on 
which it has been engaged, with the 
purpose of making the bureau force 
available at once for the work of the 
commission. 

During the past few months, a gen 
eral comprehensive survey has been 
made by the bureau of the whole in 
dustrial field, with a view to having 
immediately available to the commis- 
sion, if needed, the general facts of 
the processes of manufacture, organ! 
zation and dominant financial control 
in any line of industry. A large card 
index system, showing the directors of 
the principal industrial, railroad and 
public-utility corporations, insurance 
companies, and banks, has also been 
completed in line with thiB purpose. 
This preliminary work has revealed 
that there are approximately 6,500 
corporations, exclusive of those under 
the jurisdiction of the interstate com- 
merce commission, which have a cap! 
tal stock or bonded and other indebt- 
edness amounting to $1,000,000 or 
over, and which are engaged in inter- 
state commerce, in addition to many 
smaller corporations which will like- 
wise come within the jurisdiction of 
this commission.

Russians, Re-enforced, Attack Aus 
. trians Along Whole Front In 
Galicia — Onslaughts Repulsed. 

Vienna, via Berlin and Amsterdam, 
Dec. 28. — The Russian armies, re-en- 
forced by fresh troops for the cam 
paign against Cracow, are attacking 
the Austrians along the entire front in 
Galicia. These attacks are being sue 
cessfully repulsed, however, accord 
ing to an official report from General 
Von Hoetzendorf, chief of the general 
staff. Fighting goes on day and night. 
The report says: 

"Fighting occurred yesterday on 
the greater part of the front. We 
beat back several attacks near Mag- 
yar-Latorcza. The enemy, who lost 
heavily, was driVen back toward 
Lisko (southwest of Przemysl). 

"Between the Bisla and the Wislok 
the Russians attacked all day Christ- 
mas and at night with great intens- 
ity. The situation on the Dunajec 
front is unchanged, with artillery 
fighting at some points. There is 
nothing to report from the Balkans." 



TROOPS PRAY ON CHRISTMAS 



Warriors Locked in Deadly Conflict 
in Western Europe Cease Fight- 
ing for One Hour. 

Paris, Dec. 28. — For one hour on 
Christmas day the warriors of the 
nations locked in deadly conflict in 
western Europe ceased to fight. Dur- 
ing that brief interval the clash of 
arms and the boom of artillery was 
halted and hundreds of thousands of 
soldiers knelt in prayer to the Om- 
nipotent. 

No armistice was officially de- 
clared. It was as if a mightier mind 
than those of the commanders of the 
greatest armies on earth had decreed 
a return of peace, even for so brief a 
period. 

After the short truce had ended, 
however, the mightiest combat in the 
history of the world was resumed. 
Frenchman, Briton, Belgian and Ger- 
man — all alike put away the visions 
of home that the day had called forth 
and took up again the task at hand, 
the slaughtering of his fellow man. 



HOME DESTROYED BY FLAMES. 



Cambridge, Mass. — At least five in- 
mates of the Cambridge City Home 
lost their lives when fire completely 
burned out the three-story stone 
structure on Tannery street. Fire- 
men at a late hour were searching 
the ruins for possible additional bod- 
ies. The five which were recovered 
were so badly burned that identifica- 
tion was impossible until the roll of 
inmates could be checked up. Scores 
of men, women and children were 
taken down ladders.

WASHINGTON GRANGE. 

Annual Meeting at North Yakima Dis- 
cussed Important Matters. 

Washington is one of the grange 
states that holds its annual meeting in 
the early summer instead of the rigor- 
ous winter. The session this year was 
held at North Yakima and was well 
attended. 8tnte Blaster C. B. Keglcy 
gave a strong address. In which he set 
forth policies of the grange In this 
strongly progressive grange state in 
most forceful words. 

It appears from the secretary's re- 
port that the receipts of the year, in- 
cluding cash on band at the beginning 
of the year, were $11,128.88 and that 
the cash balance on hand May 31. 
1914. was J4.350.G0. The state grange 
paid national grange dues to the 
amount of $830.60. It cost $2,101.72 to 
publish Its official par>er. 

Among the resolutions adopted of 
general Interest was one to the effect 
that the time limit for the session of 
the national grange should not exceed 
one week. It was stated that the cost 
of the annual sessions for the past 
three years has averaged over $11,000 
each, and therefore it was believed 
that the session sbould be shortened. 

Another resolution opposed repre- 
sentation in the state legislature by 
nontaxpayers. The state tax table 
showed that seventeen representatives 
and two senators pay no taxes at ak. 
that twenty -eight representatives and 
three senators pay less than $10 each 
and that forty representatives and six 
senators pay less than $25 each. The 
average per capita for both houses 
was $25.27. 

The grange indorsed the bill now 
pending before congress known as S. 
B. 3.354, which favors government 
ownership of telegraph and telephone 
lines. The grange took the position 
that the government should control all 
inventions which contribute to the pub- 
lic good. 

As there are large importations of 
butter from New Zealand and eggs 
from China and as the butter thus im- 
ported is cut up and wrapped in Wash- 
ington creamery wrappers the grange 
declared that all imported butter and 
eggs should be marked, so that the 
consuming public may know just what 
they are buying. 

The progressive state granges, so 
called, were by resolution requested to 
meet in Washington Just prior to the 
meeting of the national grange in Wil- 
mington. Del., in November, to formu- 
late policies and plans relating to ru- 
ral credits, road legislation and other 
important matters. 

Another resolution commended Presi- 
dent Wilson for doing all that it seems 
possible to do to "maintain peace on 
earth and good will toward men." 
with special reference to the Mexican 
situation. 

State Master Kegley said in his ad- 
dress that the grange demand for par- 
cel post improvement will not be satis- 
fled until we have established a postal 
express service reaching all rural dis- 
tricts as well as the cities as full and 
complete as that now enjoyed by the 
cities by the double sen-ice of the lim- 
ited parcel post and the private ex- 
press companies. 



Organizing Under Difficultfes. 

Many Ohio Patrons remember It. M. 
Cessna, who up till a few years ago. 
says a writer in the National Stockman, 
was one of the wheel horses of the 
grange In Ohio. A few years ago he 
moved to Colorado and is just as active 
in grange work in the w.?stern moun- 
tains as he was in bis Hardin county 
home. Last winter he attended the 
Ohio state grange meeting at Lima and 
in an address told of some of bis ex- 
perience In grange work since going 
west. Mr. Cessna has been deputized 
by the national master as a national 
organizer and has been active in Col- 
orado and Wyoming. 

In a letter to Secretary Freeman he 
tells of some of the difficulties to be 
overcome In grange organization in the 
west In ordering the outfit for a 
new grange he added: "Send outfit by 
parcel post, as grangers are fifty miles 
from Rock Springs, the nearest express 
office. They get maiK only once a 
week, every Monday. In coming here 
I rode fifteen miles in a big wagon and 
thirty-five miles on a sled. Snow was 
over six feet deep, but the last three 
days have been thawing, with lots of 
water.'" Later he wrote, "After buck- 
ing snow, mud and water for two days, 
arrived at a railroad station, came fifty 
miles across the Rockies. Part of the 
time snow up to the axle of the wa^on. 
next minute water up to the bed. and 
next mud was axle deep." 

Two of his granges are located in a 
valley a mile and a quarter above sea 
level. You will notice what a blessing 
parcel post Is to these people, so the 
grange has been a benefit to them be- 
fore their own was organized. And 
ye eastern deputies cheer up. You've 
a snap in organizing granges com- 
pared to organizers in some places. 



New Jersey Campaign. 

New Jersey has many grade cross- 
ings at railroads. Most of these are 
unguarded by flagmen or proper de- 
vices to warn the traveling public of 
approaching trains and so have proved 
a system of death traps. Following 
the last meeting of the New Jersey 
state grange, the Patrons of that state 
have begun a systematic campaign to 
have these crossings properly equip- 
ped so as to lessen their toll of human 

life.

Al- 
coholic degeneracy is the most im- 
portant sanitary question before the 
country, yet health authorities do not 
take action because alcohol is en- 
trenched In politics. We are face to 
face with the greatest crisjs in our 
country's history- The alcohol ques- 
tion must be settled within the next 
ten years or some more virile nation 
will write the epitaph of this republic.

This move 
ment has for its ultimate purpose the 
buildiog up of a country life that shall 
be whulesome, attractive, cultured, effi- 
cient and profitable. There are many 
sections of our country to-day that have 
or more of these conditions, but the 
sections where all are found in happv 
unison are comparatively few.

The argument thai those whom we con- 
sider honest men have never been tried 
to the limil. is no argument against thier 
integrity, since a man is always consid- 
ered honest until he proves himself 
otherwise. 

A criminal is not made in one day, 
but this awful, well applied epithet is 
only used when long years of constantly 
indulging in crime make ihe person too 
morally weak to overcome the tempta- 
tion. It began to manifest itself in him 
when he was laking a penoil, pen or 
eraser from bis adjacent seat-mate at 
school, or sticking the boy who sal in 
front of him with a pin. or torturing the 
cat or dog. Some are born without the 
finer sense of moral nature, and only 
when they advance in matured years 
does this hereditary propensity become 
manifest Many men prove themselves 
defaulters who are led into it by older 
persons, people who exert an undue in 
due influence over them In a sense, 
they are not lo blame, because they are 
weak in their moral nature or will 
power. Such need to be pitied rather 
than censured; their heart is right but 
their gray matter is all wrong. Such 
persons whose heart delights in well do- 
ing should persuade themselves that 
they are as strong as any person and xe- 
fuse to be dictated to only in legitimate, 
directions. Dare, to do evil, but always 
fear and abstain from doing that which 
your conscience condemns.

Washington, Dec. 21. — Weird finan- 
cial operations of the Pere Marquette 
and Cincinnati, Hamilton & Dayton 
railroads during the reorganization of 
the roads in 1907 and 1909 were de- 
scribed by Frederick W. Stevens of 
New York at the reopening of the in- 
terstate commerce commission's in- 
vestigation into the financial affairs 
of the carriers. 

Stevens is a partner in the firm of 
J. P. Morgan & Co., and has been a 
director in the Marquette road since 
1907 and a director in the C. H. & D. 
since 1909. He said he participated 
personally in the reorganization of the 
Marquette in 1907 and in the reorgani- 
zation of the C, H. & D. in 1909. 

Stevens testified that for many years 
prior to July, 1904, the C, H. & D. was 
under the control of M. D. Woodford 
and Henry F. Shoemaker, and that 
from its organization in 1896 until 1904 
the road paid regular dividends upon 
its $8,000,000 of preferred stock. In 
1903 it paid 2 per cent on its $8,000,000 
of common stock, he said. 

Gains Control in 1904. 

In 1904, Stevens said, a syndicate 
purchased sufficient stock from Shoe- 
maker and others to gain control of 
the Cincinnati, Hamilton & Dayton. 
Morgan & Co. had no part in this 
transaction, said Stevens. 

On July 7, 1904, the syndicate took 
charge of the property and elected 
Eugene Zimmerman president. The 
same day the purchase of 110,000 
shares of Pere Marquette stock at $123 
per share, a total of $13,750,000, was 
authorized. This was paid with $8,- 
250.000 of C, H. & D. bonds and $5.- 
500,000 notes. 

Stevens then told how the C, H. & 
D. bought in all but $250,000 of its 
$8,000,000 preferred stock at about 
$122 a share and retired it. The next 
step was the lease by the C, H. & D. 
of the Pere Marquette for 999 years. 
Under the terms of the lease the O, 
H. & D. obligated itself to pay 4 per 
cent dividends on the preferred stock 
of the Marquette and 5 per cent on the 
common. 

During the first year of Zimmer- 
man's administration, the C, H. & D. 
guaranteed $9,000,000 of Marquette 
bonds. In 1905, said Stevens, the C, 
H. & D. purchased the Toledo Railway 
and Terminal company. The indebted- 
ness of the C, H. & D. now had piled 
up to $24,737,000, which was largely 
due to the purchase of the Pere Mar- 
quette, the witness said. 

In connection with the various new 
issues of stock, stock purchases and 
similar deals, the O, H. & D. paid to 
F. H. Prince & Co. $312,000 in com- 
missions and to H. B. Hollins & Co. 
$100,000. The annual interest charge 
on C, H. & D. obligations amounted 
to $1,100,000, which doubled the in- 
terest charges of that road In the first 
year of Zimmerman's administration. 
At the end of this year the C, H. & 
P. was in debt for more $3,000,000, 
with its credit practically exhausted, 
said Stevens. He added that J. P. 
Morgan & Co. had nothing to do with 
these transactions- 
It was In October, 1905, that J. P. 
Morgan purohased the C. H. & D. 
for the Erie railroad, said Stevens. 

The reports of the company's career 
during the year preceding that date 
had not been published at that time, 
he declared. 

Morgan Takes a Hand. 
President Underwood of the Erie 
wrote J. P. Morgan a long letter in 
August of 1905, asking him to buy the 
C, H. & D. for the Erie. Morgan 
agreed and an arrangement wa: made 
whereby the purchase price was to be 
paid by long-term bonds of the Erie. 
The purchase was concluded on Octo- 
ber 20, 1905. 

When the bad financial condition of 
the purchased road was discovered, 
Morgan ofTered to take it over, and 
his offer was acoepted with thanks by 
the Erie board of directors, Stevens 
asserted. In this way, the witness 
added, Morgan saved the Erie from 
heavy loaa. 

A receivership of the O, H. & D. 
was declared December 4, 1905. The 
Pere Marquette lease was cancelled 
and arrangements were made to re- 
fund the obligations of the C, H . & D.

The Common Carriers Ask for Re- 
lief—President Wilson Directs 
Attention of Public to 
Their Needs. 

The committee of railroad execu- 
tives, headed by Mr. Prank Trumbull, 
representing thirty-five of the leading 
railroad systems of the nation, recent- 
ly presented to President Wilson a 
memorandum briefly reviewing the dif- 
ficulties now confronting the railroads 
of the country and asking for the co- 
operation of the governmental authori- 
ties and the public In supporting rail- 
road credits and recognizing an emer- 
gency which requires that the rail- 
roads be given additional revenues. 

The memorandum recites that the 
European war has resulted in general 
depression of business on the Ameri- 
can continent and in the dislocation 
of credits at home and abroad. With 
revenues decreasing and interest rates 
increasing the transportation systems 
of the country face a most serious 
crisis and the memorandum is a 
strong presentation of the candle 
burning at both ends and the perils 
that must ultimately attend such a 
conflagration when the flames meet 
is apparent to alL In their general 
discussion the railroad representa- 
tives say in part: "By reason of leg- 
islation and regulation by the federal 
government and the forty-eight states 
aeting Independently of each other, as 
well as through the action of a strong 
public opinion, railroad expenses in 
recent years have vastly increased. 
No criticism 1b here made of the gen- 
eral theory of governmental regula- 
tion, but on the other hand, no in- 
genuity can relieve the carriers of ex- 
penses created Jhereby." 

President Wilson, In transmitting 
the memorandum of the railroad 
presidents to the public, character- 
izes it as "a lucid statement of plain 
truth." The president recognizing 
the emergency as extraordinary, con- 
tinuing, said in part: 

"You ask me to call the attention 
of the country to the imperative need 
that railway credits be sustained and 
the railroads helped in every possible 
way, whether by private co-operative 
effort or by the action, wherever 
feasible of governmental agencies, and 
I am glad to do so because I think 
the need very reaL" 

The conference was certainly a 
fortunate one for the nation and the 
president is to be congratulated for 
opening the gate to a new world of 
effort in which everyone may co-oper- 
ate. 

There are many important prob- 
lems In our complex civilization that 
will yield to co-operation which will 
not lend themselves to arbitrary rul- 
ings of commissions and financing 
railroads is one of them. The man 
with the money is a factor that can- 
not be eliminated from any business 
transaction and the public is an inter- 
ested party that should always be con- 
sulted and happily the president has 
invited all to participate in the sola- 
tlon of our railroad problems.

MANY ADVANTAGES OF FRESH-AIR BROODER 




Modern Fresh -Air Erooder. 



It is a general experience that loss 
of chicks during the early period of 
their life in brooders is apt to be large, 
despite the utmost care and attention. 
The mortality of brooder chicks has 
therefore been the subject of consider- 
able investigation and the conclusion 
is that the trouble is in part at least 
due to defects in the ordinary type 
of bottom-heat hot-air brooder com- 
monly used — too much floor heat and 
poor ventilation. 

As a result of comparative tests, a 
brooder was designed which it is be- 
lieved has decided advantages over 
ordinary types. The advantages 
claimed are that it is possible to rear 
in this brooder a larger number of 
chicks in proportion to the number 
originally put in than in any other 
brooder. The mortality is not only 
relatively low. but the chicks are 
healthier and thrifiier. "The second 
advantage lies in the great saving of 
labor which is effected by the use of 
the new brooder. The fact that the 
brooder has never been removed from 
the house where it is operated means 
a decided economy." 

The primary poir.t aimed at was to 
make it a "fresh-air" and "pure-air" 
brooder. With this idea in mind It 
was thought advisable to make the 
wall of the brooder in some degree

Nation Rings With Cries of Stricken 
Industry.

King Cotton has suffered more from 
the European war than any other ag- 
ricultural product on the American 
continent. The shells of the belliger- 
ents have bursted over his throne, 
frightening his subjects and shatter- 
ing his markets, and. panic-stricken, 
the nation cries out "God save the 
kins!" 

People from every walk of life have 
contributed their mite toward rescue 
work- Society has danced before the 
king; milady has decreed that the 
family wardrobe shall contain only 
cotton goods: the press has plead 
with the public to "buy a bale"; 
bankers have been formulating hold- 
ing plans; congress and legislative 
bodies have deliberated over relief 
measures; statesmen and writers 
have grown eloquent expounding the 
inalienable rights of "His Majesty" 
and presenting schemes for preserv- 
ing the financial integrity of the 
stricken staple, but the sword of Eu- 
rope has proved mightier than the pen 
of America in fixing value upon this 
product of the sunny south. Prices 
have been bayoneted, values riddled 
and markets decimated by the battling 
hosts of the eastern hemisphere until 
the American farmer has suffered a 
war loss of 1400,000,000, and a bale 
of cotton brave enough to enter a 



permeable to air. To meet this re- 
quirement the walls and cover of the 
brooder are made of cloth. Essentially 
the brooder is a cloth box containing a 
hover of the type in which the lamp 
fumes are conducted outside of the 
building by an exhaust pipe. \ 

These brooders are built permanent- 
ly Into the houses which they occupy. 
Two brooders are placed in each col- 
ony house, one "in each corner of the 
building. In this way one end wall 
and the back wall of the building form 
two sides of each brooder. The re- 
maining side and cover are made of 
cloth tacked on light wooden frames. 

The floor of the brooder stands ten 
inches above the floor of the house. 
From the front of the brooder a sloping 
wa'lk extends down to the house floor, 
reaching in width clear across the 
whole front of the brooder. The 
cloth front and side of the brooder are 
not permanently fixed In position but 
pre removable panels, which- are held 
together and to the framework by 
hooks and eyes. The cover is hinged 
in the middle in such a way that It 
can be either half opened or entirely 
opened and folded back out of the 
way. In consequence of this arrange- 
ment It is possible to regulate with 
great nicety the amount of air which 
shall be admitted to the brooder. 

vocatea the construction of storage 
facilities. We have built during this 
period 2,000 warehouses with a ca- 
pacity of approximately 4,000,000 bales 
and locking backward the results 
would seem encouraging, but looking 
forward, we are able to house less, 
than one-third of the crop and ware- 
houses without a credit system lose 
90 per cent of their usefulness. The 
problem is a gigantic one — too great 
for the farmer to solve unaided. He 
must have the assistance of the bank- 
er, the merchant and the government. 

In production we have reached the 
high water mark of perfection in the 
world's history, but our marketing 
methods are most primitive. In the 
dawn of history we find agriculture 
plowing with a forked stick but with 
a system of warehouses under govern- 
meaial supervision that made the 
Egyptians the marvel of civilization, 
for who has not admired the vision of 
Joseph and applauded the wisdom of 
Pharaoh for storing the surplus until 
demanded by the consumer, but in 
this age we have too many Josephs 
who dream and not enough Pharaohs 
who build. 



Prisoner, for Highway Work. 

Long-torm leases on prisoners 
:n the penitentiary will not be 
made a.-,*ain. Prison Commissioner 
Daniel E. O'Sullivan has made the 
statement that instead of placing the 
prisoners at work under the contract 
system, he will advocate such changes 
in existing laws as will permit the em- 
ployment of the men on the roads of 
the state. 

In speaking before the county judges 
of the state in support of his project, 
be said: 

"About 650 prisoners are at Frank- 
fort making shoes under the contract 
labor system. The contract for their 
services expires in January. We are 
being urged to make a new contract 
for four years, which, as you know, 
under the law gives the contractor 
the right of renewal for four additional

Hope of the Future Lies .In Co-opera- 
tion. 

The . armers' Union, through the 
columns of the press, wants to thank 
the American people for the friend- 
ship, sympathy and assistance given 
the cotton farmers In the hour of dis- 
tress and to direct attention to co- 
operative methods necessary to per- 
manently assist the marketing of all 
farm products. 

The present emergency presents as 
grave a situation as ever confronted 
the American farmer and from the 
viewpoint of the producer, would seem 
to justify extraordinary relief meas- 
ures, even to the point of bending the 
constitution and straining business 
rules In order to lift a portion of the 
burden off the backs of the farmer, 
for unless something Is done to check 
the Invasion of the war forces upon 
the cotton fields, the pathway of the 
European pestilence on this continent 
will be strewn with mortgaged homes 
and famine and porerty will stalk over 
the southland, filling th« highways of 
industry with refugees and the bank- 
ruptcy court with prisoners. 

All calamities teach us lessons and 
the present crisis serves to illuminate 
the frailties of our marketing meth- 
ods and the weakness of our credit 
system, and out of the financial an- 
guish and travail of the cotton farmer 
will come a volume of discussion and 
a mass of suggestions and finally a 
solution of this, the biggest problem 
in the economic life of America, if, 
indeed, we have not already laid the 
foundation for at least temporary re- 
lief. 

More Pharaohs Needed in Agriculture. 

Farm products have no credit and 
perhaps can never have on a perma- 
nent and satisfactory basis unless we 
build warehouses, cold storage plants, 
elevators, etc., for without storage and 
credit facilities, the south is com- 
pelled to dump Its crop on the market 
at harvest time. The Farmers' Unions 
In the cotton producing states have 
for the past ten years persistently ad-

It may be legally right to lease them 
for four years, it 1b morally wrong. 
The law providing for working prison- 
ers on the roads failed because it was 
not advertised, but the board of prison 
commissioners has decided that that is 
at least a moral notice that the peo- 
ple might want to work those prison- 
ers on the roads.

Jurist Becomes Chief Justice. 

Judges of the court of appeals have 
named Judge Shackelford Miller, of 
Louisville, as chief justice of Ken- 
tucky, on the retirement, on January 
1, of Chief Justice Hobson. He will 
preside for two years, * and will be 
succeeded by Judge W. E. Settle for 
the next two years. The constitution 
provides that the judge who has been 
commissioned longest shall be chief 
justice, and if the length of service 
1s tied between two or more of them, 
the chief justice Bhall be chosen by 
lot Judge Settle and Judge Miller 
readily agreed that each should take 
two years of the four-year term as 
chief justice and cast lots to see who 
should serve first. The lot fell to 
Judge Miller. Chief Justice Hobson, 
who r has served 16 consecutive years 
on the appellate bench, will 6it for the 
'ast time to-morrow, when the fall 
term will adjourn. Judge Hobson Will 
practice law In Frankfort. On the firsi; 
Monday In January the court will re- 
convene for the winter term with 
Chief Justice Miller presiding, and 
rtollin Hurt, of Columbia, will be on 
Ju bench for the Third district.

ACTIVE COUNTY GRANGE. 

Located on Long Island, New York, 
and Is Doing Things. 

The Suffolk county (N. Y.) Pomona 
grange Is an example of a worthy and 
efficient enterprise. The grange is 
young in Long Island, but under the 
progressive direction of _its leaders it 
Is setting a pace for granges in other 
sections. The Suffolk grangers are 
alive to the farmers' interests and are 
accomplishing results. The following 
brief account of a Pomona meeting 
will show the nature of its general ac- 
tivities: 

The committee on county fair report- 
ed that they had secured an offer from 
the Fair association of a first prize of 
$100, a second of $75 and a third of 
$50 for grange exhibits at the fair in 
September. They also reported that a 
movement was on foot to erect a 
grange building on the fair ground, to 
be used for grange exhibits and the 
second floor as an auditorium and 
grange hall. 

Resolutions were offered and enthu- 
siastically adopted recommending that 
all subordinate granges make the finest 
exhibits possible and that each grange 
raise at least $100 toward the grange 
building. Some granges reported hav- 
ing already started the building fund. 
A list of subscribers has been started, 
each of whom pledges himself to be 
one of 100 to give $25. It Is expected 
that $5,000 will be raised by the 
granges and through their influence 
for a fine building. Tbey want to 
make the fair prosperous, attractive 
and clean. They will cut out the vul- 
gar side shows and cut down the horse 
racing. They mean to demonstrate 
that the grange stands for the best in 
agriculture and rural life. 

The Pomona bureau of information 
and markets, co-operating with similar 
bureaus in all the subordinate granges, 
is doing great work to bring producers 
and consumers together and afford the 
farmers a better market The discus- 
sion of this work was interesting and 
profitable. EZRA A. TUTTLE,

GRANGE ACTIVITIES. 



What Some Organizations of the West 
Do For Entertainment. 

Centerville grange. Illinois, has se- 
cured an expert accountant to help the 
members start an efficient system of 
keeping farm accounts. He has formu- 
lated a system especially adapted to 
the needs of tbe farmer, being so sim- 
ple that in some cases the children in 
the family do the book work. He vis- 
its this grange, looks over the books 
and advises the members. An -orches- 
tra has been organized among the 
members, also a married ladies' chorus, 
which are always ready to add some- 
thing to the program. An attorney re- 
cently explained to the grange the new 
road law. This grange hopes to have 
an entertainment course next winter 
in connection with Its work. 

County Line grange of the same state 
had an instructive talk by our county 
farm adviser on how to test and treat 
the soil for acid conditions. He illus- 
trated bis talk with samples of various 
soils, testing them with litmus paper 
and showing the effect of lime on those 
which were acid. The state soil expert 
was also present and discussed the 
treatment of the soil and use of fer- 
tilizers. 

Maple Grove grange had a -meeting 
devoted to developing "community 
pride." This grange has much mu- 
sical talent. Following a Mendelssohn 
program given in April, a Schubert 
program was given in May. 

Oak Grove members had a practical 
talk by a veterinarian, in which vari- 
ous diseases were described by means 
of charts, and proper care and reme- 
dies described. 

Butler Grange, in Knox county. O., 
held a literary and attendance contest 
between the men and women, in which 
the men won Besides stimulating 
grange growth, seventy new members 
have just been initiated. 

Another Knox county grange, as a 
result of its literary contest last 
spring, added forty-five new members. 
A dramatic company has been organ- 
ized, a piano bought and paid for and 
a movement started to build or remod- 
el its haiL 

A Practical Plan. 

Progressive grange work Is indicat- 
ed in a plan set In motion in one of 
the New England states whose opera- 
tion will be watched with much inter- 
est and which may possibly lead to an 
extension of the idea, says the Na- 
tional Grange Monthly. The plan is 
the formation of an association of 
past masters of subordinate granges 
within a given zone, which association 
shall devote Its energies to getting be- 
hind every worthy grange undertak- 
ing and helping push it through to 
success. Regular meetings of the as- 
sociation are provided for, specific 
avenues of work outlined and definite 
assignments of members made. The 
project is novel and its possibilities 
are nnmberless.

form their judgment of my character, 
honesty and intelligence and fitness

the Cincinnati Gas Transportation 
company. The franchise of this com- 
pany was assessed for the year 1911 
at $30,824 and paid to the state taxes 
cn that assessment amounting to 
$154. For the year 1912 the franchise 
of this company was assessed bv the 
present board at $1,866,385 and paid 
to the state that year the sum of 
$9,331 in taxes, and a like sum for 
each succeeding year. 

During the four years of my ad- 
ministration this one company will 
have paid to the state in taxes on its 
franchise on the assessment made by 
this board the sum of $37,324, where- 
as, had this board permitted the as- 
sessment of previous years to stand, 
it would In four years have paid the 
state $616. The state will have re- 
ceived from this company on the in- 
crease of its assessment in four years 
the sum of $35,708, enough to pay the 
salary of state auditor for ten years. 

The total assessed value of the 
franchises of all corporations in the 
state for the taxing year of 1911 was 
$48,241,647, on which the state re- 
ceived in taxes the sum of $241,218.32. 

The total assessed value of the 
franchises of all corporations in the 
state made by the present board, of 
which I am chairman, for the year 
1913 was $132,421,415, on which the 
taxes due the state amounted to 
$612,107. On this assessment in the 
increase of the revenues of the state 
amounted to $370,889 a year. In four 
jears the increase in revenues of the 
state from this source will amount to

That is, if the assess- 
ment of their property Is too low, 
these corporations will not be charged 
with their full share of the public 
turden. If too high, then the owners 
thereof pay more than their fair pro- 
portion of the taxes of the state. 

It was a matter of common report 
and general belief among the people 
of this Btate that tho franchises of 



The four largest railroad compa- 
res in the state brought suit in the 
federal court In Kentucky enjoining ' other employe 



the collection of the increased taxes 
levied on their franchises. The prin- 
cipal grounds relied upon by these 
companies to maintain their suit was. 
in substance, that the farm lands and 
other real estate in Kentucky was not 
assessed at more than one-half of its 
real value (it was not seriously con- 



tended by the companies that the 
property or the railroad companies 
was assessed at more than its real 
value by the present board), and that 
the assessment against farm lands 
and city lots must be raised before 
the assessment against the property 
of the railroad companies could be 
increased. 

I do not believe the farm lands of 
this state are generally assessed for 
taxation and valuation as low as one 
half of their real value. If the value 
of the farm lands of this state should 
be estimated by capitalizing the net 
income derived therefrom on the 
basis of 6 per cent, which method is 
employed to find the value of railroad 
property, it would be demonstrated 
that real estate at present is assessed 
at approximately the full value there- 
of. In other words, if the same mode 
or method of ascertaining value 
should be applied to find the value of 
real estate it would be shown that 
real estate is assessed at its full 
value. The court, preliminary to is- 
suing an injunction, required these 
companies to pay on a valuation 
greatly in excess of any sum they had 
paid on in previous years. The aggre- 
gate Increase in the amount of taxes 
paid by these companies in the year 
1912 over the year 1911 was about 
$125,000. In the years 1913 and 1914 
a like sum was collected from these 
companies. During the three years 
of my administration these four com- 
panies have paid to the state $375,000 
more in taxes than was paid by them 
during a like period of time under tho 
administration of my immediate 
predecessors. These suits now pend- 
ing, when decided, will determine 
finally the amount of taxes these com- 
panies will have to pay annually to 
the state in the future, and the ques- 
tion of the real value of this property 
will no longer be open to discussion. 

It is important that the question of 
value of these franchises should be 
judicially determined and forever set- 
tled, because the belief has prevailed 
in this state among all the people for 
?cme years that the big corporations 
of the state were always active in 
politics of the two dominant parties 
it the state, with the end in view of 
being favored In the assessment of 
heir franchises. With franchises of 
corporations assessed at their real 
\alue, as they should be, the corpora- 
Ions will be taken out of politics in 
his state, as they ought to be. 

As auditor of the state for the past 
iiree years I have also been a' mem- 
er of the sinking fund commission 
if the smte and, having information 
•ained labile acting in that capacity, 
belie' j I am thoroughly familiar 
a ith til fiscal affairs of the state. 

I am in favor of and, if elected, 
vill advocate the passage of a law 
that will require that all sfate sup- 
plies used at all state institutions to 
^e purchased by the competitive bid- 
ling system, and that the lowest open 
bid for supplies furnished all institu- 
tions be accepted, and I believe the 
state could easily save $100,000 a year 
by inaugurating such a system. 

I am in favor of and will work for. 
if elected governor, the establishment 
of a system of taxation that will be 
fair and just to rich and poor alike, 
and that will cause the listing of per- 
sonal property for taxation, which 
low. because of the rate of taxation 
in many taxing districts, does not pay 
any taxes at all, -and that will place 
the burden of ^vxation where it be- 
longs, on thos^ ifest able to bear it. 
I am in favor or such legislation, or 
of a constitutional amendment, if 
necessary, to put a fixed and definite 
limit upon the rate of taxation in 
Kentucky, a step which I believe 
will cause our officials to follow a pol- 
icy of economy and efficiency In the 
handling of the people's funds. 

I am opposed to the convict labor 
system and favor the abolition of the 
present contract system and the elim- 
ination of the competition with or- 
ganized labor that is the direct result 
of it. I am in favor of the use of con- 
victs to produce what Is needed by 
the state institutions and of the pur- 
chase of a farm on which they may 
labor in the open air to produce the 
foods needed in these institutions. 

I am in thorough sympathy with 
the farmer, having been a farmer and 
living on a farm all my life. I will do 
all I can as governor for the great 
agricultural interests of Kentucky 
and the men and women engaged in 
it. As long as the farmer is pros- 
perous every other interest in the 
state is prosperous, and all her peo- 
ple share in disaster to them as well 
as in their prosperity. 

If I am elected governor I will do 
all I can to further the good roads 
movement, and all that is possible to 
secure a liberal appropriation for the 
schools and their continued improve- 
ment. 

If the people want for governor of 
the state a man who will devote his 
time and what talents he may have 
entirely to their welfare, without re- 
gard to any future political prefer- 
ment (for I believe there can be no 
higher office, certainly no higher hon- 
or, than the governorship of the state 
in which I was born and reared), then 
I want the nomination. There is no 
reason why the officials of the state 
should fail to give to the state the 
srme devotion to duty as is exacted 
by any business corporation of its 
employes, and I promise the people 
not only to devote that time myself 
to their interests, but, so far as I 
may have the power to see that every 
in executive depart-
